A writer iu an exchange offers the 
following suggestion as to preserving 
meat. Those who butchered their 
hoga about three weeks ago fear that 
thd hams and shoulders are injured by 
the exceeding warm weather which 
haa interrened Thia fa a simple plan 
pursued with good results. Remove 
the salt from the joints and wash them 
in water to which has been added two 
pounds of carbinate of soda to ten 
gallons of water. Allow them to dry 
and treat them again to fresh salt, 
and put them down in single layers 
only, in a cool, well-aired place, until 
ready to take up and smoke. Don't

First R«prMentativ0s of Other Govern- 
mMite Win AMiwhto tA Hampton 

Roads — After President Reviews Ves- 
tels They Will Go to San Francisco. 
Four Days to Qe Through Canal. 

Wasliingtou.— Anciioted In Hamptou 
Hoads early In 1915 will be the great- 
est international fleet ever gathered iu 
American waten;, assembled in auswer 
to the invltatkm of the United States 
government to celebrate the comple- 
tiou of tlie Panama canal by making a 
voyage to the Padfle through the new 
waterway. 

The precise number of vessels which 
will lie in the famous roadstead Is not 
yet known to tlie officers of the navy 
department In charge of the arrange- 
ments fur rendezvous, as so far there 
have been no formal responses re- 
c^Ted to the Inrltatioiui di^tched by 
the slate department to all of,tlie na- 
tions of the world.
